The operation of this train 
brings one who travels Httle ‘to’ 
the realization that times and: 
things do change and that there 
are train crews of various ‘and 
sundry value when it comes to 
serving the public. In other days, 
and even on some trains still, 
there ia always some member of 
the train crew rushing through 
the coaches shouting either about 
‘breakfast being ready, the last 
call for dinner or check your bag- 
gage. while first one conductor 
then another wants to see a tick- 
et, etc., and so on, until the crew 
thas pandemonium reigning thru 
all the cpaches. 

But on thig Sunset Limited it’s 
different. The speed is consistent, 
the engineers are the best on the 
line, while the members of: the 
train crew speak quietly. The 
conductor doesn’t step into a sleep- 
er and shout “TICKETS!” but he 
quietly proceeds on his way with 
the same result. The three-time 
announcement that meals are be- 
ing served is eliminated, for a 
maid looks after those inexper- 
ienced in traveling, while a valet 
offers men information in a very 
fine way. In other words. the en- 
tire idea in the operation of this 
particular train is- to make pas- 
sengerg feel at home, to have the 
surroundings - appealing and an 


absence of slam, bang procedure. 


which annoys a lot of folks. 


On this Sunset Limitéd you" find 
Shower baths, bath rooms, loung- 
img room for the ladies, a buffet 
room for the men, and a. barber 
shop where you can get tonsorial 
service at the same price you pay 
in your barber or bobber shop at 
home. One reason the service was 
s0 impressed on Yours Truly was 
because of the fact of returning 
on a different Southern Pacific 
train, where all the train. crew 
was shouting, the engineer han- 
dled his train as though he had a 
load of cattle being taken to 
slaughter, and pandemonium reign- 
ed far into the evening, when an- 
other engineer continued the good 
work initiated by his predecessor. 

Reaching San Francisco after 
one of the most pleasant rides in. 
a Pullman train it had ever been 
my. pleasure to take. Yours Truly 
was virtually grabbed off his feet 
by a taxi-driver, who was evident- 
ly under the impression that his 
passenger's time. was worth about 
$10 a second and he didn’t have 
many seconds left. First a power- 
ful engine shot us ahead, with a 
snap of said passenger’s neck. 
Then a: brake that operated per- 
fectly took the crick out of the 
passenger’s neck and stood him 
upon his feet, at the same time 
calling the attention of the long-

Although the fire happened at 
nine-thirty in the evening, and 
everything was done by the fire- 
men to put out the blaze, a few 
smouldertng embers caused an- 
other alarm to be turned in at 
five-thirty the next morning and 
the department made the second 
run.

Revolver Shot Heard Saturday 
Afternoon Deepens Mystery 
—House Party Also Enters 
Into Investigation 








The mystery of the disap- 
pearance of William R. Fee, 
millionaire bank president of 
Alhambra and San Gabriel, 
deepened last night as theor- 
jes advanced by officers dur- 
ing ‘the day faded and. the 
third night passed without 
word from the missing man. 

Hastening ‘to Lytle Creek 
canyon, accordimg to reports 
from San Gabriel, was Miss 
Mary Watkins, in whose cabin 
was found early im tthe day a 
suit of clothes once owned by 
Fee. ‘With Miss Watkins was 
Joseph Walker, who was with 
Miss Watkins in an automo- 
bile which departed from the 
canyon ‘Sunday afternoon, 

Search of Miss Watkins’ 
cabin was ordered yesterday 
when !searchers were informed 
she had driven away with a 
man about whose shoulders 
were blankets. 


Identifies Suit ‘ 

Shortly after Mrs. Fee iden- 
tified the suit of clothes as 
that ‘worn by her husband, she 
left for her home at San Ga- 
briel.. A guard last night de- 
nied entrance to callers. A re- 
port from Los Angeles said she 
had withdrawn the. offer of 
reward for the finding of her 
husband. 

Sheriff W. A. Shay tempor- 
arily at least withdrew his men 
from the search. 

In San Gabriel . Miss Wat- 
kins established that she was 
in no way a principal in the 
mystery: and that a strange set 
of _cireumstances had caused 
unwarranted conclusions. Miss 
Watkins is a close friend of 
Mr. Fee. He is in charge of 
business details of the estate 
in which she and her sister 
are interested. She was for- 
merly connected with one of 
Mr. Fee’s banks. 


Did Not Know of Presenc 

About 2:45 Saturday after- 
noon Miss Watkins left San 
Gabriel for Lytle Creek Can- 
yon with three guests. It was 
about this hour that Mr. Fee, 
who had already arrived at 
Lytle Creek, was preparing to 
start on a short hiking trip. 

There was no knowledge in 
the party of Miss Watkins that 
Mr. Fee was either in the can- 
yon or was missing. Saturday 
night members of the party 
were told by men they were 
searching for a missing ban- 
ker, but they were not told the 
name. 

So it was not until yester- 
day morning that Miss Wat- 
kins learned at San Gabriel 
that while she was in Lytle 
Creek Canyon, at her cabin 
above Glenn Ranch, that Mr. 
Fee was missing in the same 
region. 

As the house party broke up 
Sunday afternoon, Walker car- 
ried blankets about his shoul- 
ders into the automobile. 


Says Old Suit Given Her 


The clothes of Mr. Fee— 
they were given to her a num- 
ber of months ago. when she 
expressed a desire for ‘an old 
suit that might be. used about 
a mountain cabin, #he said. 

At 6 o’elock last night. the 
chief of police of San Gabriel 
arrived at the sheriff’s office 
and informed the sheriff that 
he was en route to Lytle Creek 
Canyon to continue the search 
on a ‘‘hunch’’ expressed by 
Miss Watkins. 

‘*She believes that Mr. Fee 
will appear in Lytle Creek 
Canyon certainly tonight,’’ 
said the San Gabriel officer. 
‘‘Miss Watkins is also plan- 
ning to be there.’’ 

Other reports from San Ga- 
briel said Miss Watkins and 
Mr. Walker left San Gabriel 
at 4:30 o’clock in a roadster 
for San Bernardino. -They did 
not appear at the sheriff’s of- 
fice. c 

Refuses to Give Name 

Accompanying the San Ga- 
briel chief of police was a man 
who refused to give his name 
to the sheriff. He said he was 
in possession of various facts

MISSION. OF ‘‘FIDAC’’ COM- 
MISSION EXPLAINED 


Fidac to Act as Contact Be- 
tween League of Nations 
and Ex-Service Men—Howe 
One of 10 U.S.A. Delegates 


In further mention of the 
appointment of John D. Howe, 
Amefiean Legion Post No. 73, 
Upland, California, as a dele- 
gate to serve four years on 
the Inter-Allied World War 
Veterans Association; the 
Fidac which is the French ab- 
breviation for Federation In- 
ter-Allee des Anciens Combat- 
tals, congists of the ex-ser- 
vice men and women of nine 
allied countries. 

The Fidac was organized 
five years ago at a meeting in 
Paris of ex-service men from 
all the allied countries, this 
country being represented by 
the then National Commander 
of the American Legion, F. W. 
Galbraith. One of the prime 
purposes was to provide for 
unity among the men who 
fought in an effort to preserve 
nermanent peace for the world. 





Its headquarters are in Pa-|i 


ris and its recent president was 
Deputy Charles Bertrand, a 
member of the French Cham- 
ber of Deputies and a distin- 
guished veteran of the French 
army. * In this country the 
American Legion selects the 
delegates. At the congress this 
year in London the women’s 
auxiliaries of the allied veter- 
ans associations were taken in- 
to membership which will con- 
siderably increase the scope of 
its present membership. Earl 
Haig, who commanded the vic- 
tsfiows British. armies in 
Franee, presided in the ‘open- 
ing session as he is honorary 
president of the British Le- 
gion. The British Legion were 
our hosts, and outside of the 
business sessions the delegates 


MaeDonald and Mr. Walsh, the 
English Secretary. of War, and 
the Lord Mayor of London. 
There were three different lan- 
guages spoken in the debates 
and on flor of the convention, 
namely, English, French and 
Italian, although the foreign 
delegates’ were all excellent 
linguists. 

A section of the League of 
Nations devoted to ex-service 
men and their problems has 
been suggested, and the Fidac 
has been invited to be the con- 
tact between the league and 
the ex-service men. If this 
plan is carried out we will 
have an ‘‘unofficial observer’’ 
at Geneva. Plans are also be- 
ing made-to have our repre- 
sentatives participate unoffic- 
ially in the Arms Conference 
tobe held in Europe next sum- 
mer. While this is unofficial, 
it is an indication that the 
powers that be in the foreign 
countries realize that when 
they are making plans for a 
lasting peace they will receive 
the utmost of help from the 
men and women who suffered 
most directly from the priva- 
tions. of the recent war. Plans 
are also in force to work for 
the disabled men and women 
who served in the war and also 
to eombat the communist 
movement in Europe and in 
America. 

At the annual convention at 
London this year, the Ameri- 
can ex-service men were repre- 
sented by ten delegates ap- 


‘pointed by the American Le- 


gion through the National 
Commander, John R. Quinn, 
and it was from this group 
that the president for the com- 
ing year was selected. It be- 
ing the desire of the conven- 
tion that it be tendered to an 
American, and Colonel Thomas 
W. Miller,. Delaware, Alien 
Property Custodian of the 
United States, was elected. 
The American delegates con- 
sist of the following :—Briga- 
dier General Roy Hoffman, of 
‘Oklahoma, chairman; Colonel 
Thomas A. Lee, of Kansas, sec- 
retary; Colonel Joseph A. 
Thompson, of Pittsburgh; Ma-

CORPORATIONS ARE 
LINBLE TO BIG FINE 


As a result of the fact that 
more than 5,000 corporations fail- 
ed to file capital stock returns 
hefore October 1st in this district, 
Collector of Internal Revenue Rex 
B. Goodcell said yesterday that a 
drive will be started at once by 
his office to investigate such cor- 
porations. 

“After all the publicity given 
out by my office as to the neces- 
sity of all corporations filing cap- 
ital stock tax returns before Oc- 
tober ist, I find that this large 
number of corporations are now 
delinquent and subject to a pen- 
alty of $1,000 each besides a pen- 
alty of 25 per cent of any delin- 
quent tax,” said the Collector. 

“The capital stock tax is im- 
posed ‘at the rate of $1.00 per 
thousand dollars of fair value of 
capital stock,” continued Collector 
Goodcell, “and is levied in ad- 
vance for the privilege of doing 
business. The amount of tax due 
for the year ending June 30, 1925, 
ig determined by the actual fair 
value of the capital stock on June 
30, 1924, from which is to be de- 
ducted $5,000 exemption by each 
domestic corporation. Foreign cor 
porations have no exemption.” 

Under the provisions of the In- 
ternal Revenue Law, every cor- 
poration in existence, if organized 
before July 1, 1924, must make a 
return for the year ending June 
30, 1925, whether or not its cap- 
ital stock has actual value. There 
is a penalty of $1,000 for failure 
to file a return. 

Every domestic corporation, ac- 
cording to the regulations, whose 
fair value of capital stock ex- 
ceeds $5,000, must pay tax. Every 
foreign corporation must pay on 
the entire average amount of its 
capital employed in the transac- 
tion of its business in the United 
States. 

“] dislike to assert penalties,” 
continued the Collector, “but I 
am afraid those 5,000 corporations 
who disregarded notices and pub- 
licity will have to pay for their 
neglect.”

BOARD MAY YET BUILD 
NEW COURT HOUSE 





San Bernardino Citizens Show 


Willingness to Co-Operate in 
Putting Over New Site For 
County Buildings 





With a definite bid of $250,000 
by a syndicate of San Bernardino 
business men for the county prop- 
erty on Court and E Streets and 
a resolution by the Courthouse Ad- 
visory Committee urging the pur- 
chase of a site presented at a 
conference yesterday, the Board 
of Supervisors is seriously con- 
sidering the construction of a 
aew courthouse. 

The program, which may solve 
the dilemma occasioned by the 
defeat of the bond issue, under 
consideration by the supervisors 
includes: 

Old Buildings Would Be Auctioned 

Sale of the old property for 
$250,000—or more—at auction. 

Immediate purchase of the site 
bounded by Arrowhead Avenue, 
Third, Fourth and B Streets. 

Early erection of a $72,000 Hall 
of Records, the finances for which 
were raised by direct taxation a 
year ago. 

Levying of a direct tax next 
September or the calling of a 
bond issue to finance the construc- 
tion of additional units. 


Construction by Units Urged 


Construction of the new build- 
ings by units to permit the trans- 
fer by departments of the county’s 
administrative offices and court 
from the old structures was urged. 

In its resolution approving the 
proposed sale of the old property, 
the Advisory Committee urgently 
advocated the buying of the Ar- 
rowhead Avenue site “for the erec- 
tion of such portion of the new 
courthouse plant as is of the most 
urgent necessity.” 

The committee emphatically pro- 
tested against the expenditure of 
funds on the old courthouse other 
“than necessary to take care of 
the immediate requirements.” 


Swing Represents New Syndicate 
Representing the syndicate, At- 
torney Ralph E. Swing appeared 
before the joint conference of the 
supervisors and advisory commit- 
tee and presented two _ proposi- 
tions. The propositions were: 

1. The purchase by the syn- 
dicate of one-fourth of the block 
of the proposed site and present- 
ing of it to the county as a site 
for the first unit of a new group 
of county buildings. The syn- 
dicate had raised $50,000, the es- 
timated cost of the one-fourth 
block. 


County Keeps Building 2 Years 

2. The purchase of the old 
courthouse, hall of records and 
county jail for $250,000, the price 
to be paid $50,000 within 10 days; 
-50,000 in six months and ‘$50,000 
in one year. The proposal per- 
mits the county to occupy the 
buildings for two years without 
cost, pending the erection of new 
structures by the unit plan. 

The syndicate includes Attorney 
Swing, Herman E. Harris, mer- 
chant; W. H. Swan, realty broker, 
and R. F. Garner, cattleman and 
capitalist. 


Bonus For Progress 
The first proposal, Attorney 
Swing declared, was virtually “a 
bonus” by the business men as 
the city’s contribution toward the 
building of a new courthouse in 
the city. In the second proposi- 
tion, he explained that the interest 
on the $150,000 while the county 
continued to occupy the property 
—two, or maybe three years—was 
virtually a bonus as the purchas- 
ers would lose the interest on the 

investment for that period. 

Grier Speaks Favorably 
Supervisor C. E. Grier of Up- 
land declared the sale proposal 
offered “certainties” on which the 
board could rely in its attempt to 
finance the buying of a site and 
erecting buildings. Various mem- 
bers of the committee, after dis- 
cussing the plan, approved it, and 
later, individual members of the 
committee endorsed the new court- 
house project, although it was not 
decisively agreed as to whether 
the financing of the construction 
of additional units should be done 
by direct tax or a bond issue, In 
the event a bond issue is called, it 
would not be for more than $500,- 
990. The cost of the site, if the 
entire block was purchased, would 
be approximately $150,000. The 
advisory committee approved of 
the buying of the entire block, 
nointing out that the purchase in 
the entirety would be far cheaper

The building ordinance, which 
goes into effect January ist, was 
passed and will appear in Friday's 
issue of The News. 

Truck Purchased 

Upland’s newly organized gar- 
bage department will soon be in 
operation. The city ‘council last 
night purchased of Charles &. 
Puckett, Upland Ford and Liacolm 
agent, a Ford truck for the sum 
of $605. Mr. Puckett states that 
as the truck once belonged to @ 
Millionaire it should be a first- 
class truck. 

More Hose 

Upland’s fire department is 
somewhat like the present-day wo- 
man—it seems to be always in 
need of more and finer hose. Two 
hundred feet of 2% inch hose was 
ordered purchased. A run of 
small fires ably fought by the de- 
partment resulted in their being 
no hesitancy on the part of the 
council in buying what the fire 
boys deemed necessary. 

Install Street Signs 

Street signs were ordered in- 
stalled on Euclid Avenue from 9th 
Street north to 24th Street. They 
will be installed on the east side 
only at the present time. 

He Objects 

Zelah Farmer presented his ob- 
jections to the council regarding 
the closing of Third Avenue and 
the erection of the proposed Up- 
land Citrus packing house across 
the present roadway A further 
conference is to be held by the 
council with the directors of the 
Upland Citrus. 

One Bid Received 

But one bid, that of W. C. Cline, 
was received on the building of 
Fifth Avenue. As the contract is 
a small one and the bonds of such 
small proportions the bid was 
much larger than expected by the 
council, and will be considered at 
a later date after property owners 
on Fifth Avenue have been inter- 
viewed. Mr. Cline’s bid was 35c 
per lineal foot on the curb and 
6c a square foot on the roadway. 

License Transferred 

C. S. Wilson, who last week pur- 
chased the billiard and pool room 
of Wm. MacHenry, appeared be- 
fore the council and requested a 
transfer of the pool room license 
from Mr. MacHenry to himself. 
The transfer was ordered.

An Italian Burbank 


ROM sunny Italy comes news of a super-Burbank. By 
r name he is Albert Pirovano, and the wonders he is said 

to have wrought with fruits through the use of eles- 

tricity are creeping into print. In fact the experiments 
of this naturalist and botanist have ereated such an interest in 
Italy, that banks and electrical companies have joined hands 
to give him every assistance in carrying on further experi- 
mental work. 

It is reported that he has grown cherries as large 2s 
plums; plums as large as apples; and apples as large as melons. 
But it is not stated whether or not he experimented with any 
of last season’s small sized oranges and lemons. 

Besides using the Burbank method of mating and cross- 
ing certain types of plants to produce a new or better fruit, 
he also uses an electric current in some mysterious manner. 

He claims to apply electrical energy to the plant itself. 
And by regulating the current, he asserts, he can hasten or 
retard its growth and thus cause the current to act upon it 
to bring about the right result. 

What a wonderful boon such a miracle would be in a 
year such as the California citrus industry has just gone 
through, when small-sized fruit was much too plentiful. Just 
to think that all the grower would have to do when he saw 
his fruit wasn’t sizing properly would be to go out into the 
orchard and turn on the electrical sizing process—Citrograph.

Quince Popular 


That Ontario, long famed as @ 
peach and apricot production cen- 
ter, bids fair to attain added dis- 
tinction from yet another decid- 
was seen in the an- 
nouncement that Benton. Ballou, 
prominent Ontario rancher, has 
just completed the harvest of a 
crop of 80 tons of fruit from his 
26-acre quince orchard to the east 
of the city. 

The Ballou quince ranch is 
planted to three varieties, the 
Smyrna, an early and very fine 
flavored fruit; the Pineapple, a 
very prolific yielder, and Rey’s 
Mammoth, an exceptionally large 
fruit. 

With the exception of 
Smyrna variety, which had only 
a light crop this year, the orchard 
yieldel approximately four and 
three-quarter tons of fruit to the 
acre, according to Mr. Ballou. The 
trees were planted about ten years 
ago. 

The rancher had expected to 
sell a portion of hig crop to local 
fruit canneries this year and to 
ship some of the fruit east, but 
the local demand for quinces prov- 
ed so heavy that there was none 
left for canning or shipment. The 
fruit makes delicious jam and is 
particularly good when cooked 
like applesauce, it is said. The 
demand for the quince is constant- 
ly increasing, according to. the 
Ontario rancher.

season 1923-24 again showed an 
increase over those of any prev- 
ious season. A total. of approxim- 
ately 43 million boxes of oranges 
and grafefruit and 5 million 500 
thousand boxes of lemons was 
sold, Of the latter, California 
shipments represented 89 per cent 
and importations from Italy the 
remainder. 


Of the oranges and grapefruit, 
California supplied about 22 mill- 
ion boxes, mostly oranges, and 
Florida something over 20 million 
boxes, of which about 60 per cent 
were oranges and 40 per cent 
grapefruit. The remainder came 
from Porto Rico, Louisiana, Ala- 
bama, Texas and Arizona, with 
some importations from Japan in- 
to Pacific Coast markets. The 
total exceeded that of the_prev- 
ious year by 15 per cent and was 
more than 60 per cent greater 
than that of five years ago. In 
addition to the larger number of 
boxes sold, the California produc- 
tion ran to very small sizes, the 
boxes on the average carrying 30 
per cent more individual fruits 
than in the previous year, requir- 
ing an additional number of unit 
sales to consumers to dispose of 
a box of fruit. 

The development in recent years 
in the California orange produc- 
tion has been toward the Valencia 
orange, which is shipped during 
the summer and fall months. The 
Valencia production now practical- 
ly equals that of the Navel 
orange, which moves during the 
winter and spring months, allow- 
ing an even supply of California 
oranges throughout the year. How- 
ever, the Florida shipments and 
the supplics from the other pro- 
ducing sections, which have in- 
creased in volume 135 per cent in 
the past five years, move very 
largely during the California Navel 
orange season, and therefore -ap- 
proximately 70 per cent of the 
total year’s supply is on the mar- 
ket in six months of the year 


This has been a busy month for 
Miss Mary M. Richardson, farm 
home demonstration agent, and H. 
J. Wilder, farm advisor. They are 
preparing their annual reports to 
be submitted to the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture. 

In these reports Miss Richard- 
son and Mr. Wilder recount the | 
year’s activities in the county of 
their respective. work with the 
Agricultural Extension Service and 
the Farm Bureau. In the opening 
of her report Miss Richardson tells 
of the close co-operation which 
exists between the two organiza- 
tions.

“The work of the extene'on 
agents in California is very c.ose- 
ly connected with that oi the 
Farm Bureau,’ the report reads. 
“This organization offers the best 
means of reaching the progressive 
farmers, being open to anyone in- 
terested in agriculture. The home 
department of the Farm Bureau 
is the group with which the home 


to do.” 

In each farm center, the report 
reads further, the home depart- 
ment consists of those farm bur- 
eau. members’ who -vegister - in 
this department. There are 438 
registrants in the work this year, 
representing 11 centers.

The past season twenty-nine and 
one-half million boxes of oranges 
and grapefruit were shipped from 
November 1 to April 30, compared 
with less than twenty-four million 
boxes last year for the same per- 
iod, an increase of about 23 per 
cent. 

Extreme shipments from Florida 
in November and December badly 
demoralized the market on Florida 
fruit, which did not fully recover 
until toward the end of the Fior- 
ida season. California Navels 
were not affected to the same ex- 
tent as Florida’s; nevertheless 
the general market was depressed 
and the returns on the California 
Navel crop: were but little above 
the cost of its production. The 
results on the Florida crop were 
most unsatisfactory and immediate 
steps were taken by the producers 
there to bring about more orderly 
distribution of their crops in the 
future. Much study and discus- 
sion of the situation finally ~cul- 
minated in a general movement 
to strengthen the grower’s co- 
operative organization, and it is 
expected that it will have a suf- 
ficient percentage of the crop in 
the coming season to be able to 
influence a more equable distribu- 
tion of this crop over itg full na- 
tural séason.

In 
her eighteenth year she came to 
America and spent a number of 
years in Denmark, Iowa, , 

In ‘her early youth she gurren- 
dered herself to Christ her Sav- 
jour, was baptised upon her. con- 
fession of faith, and joined the 
Mennonite Church. To the ond 
of her life she was a very faith. 
ful and consistent member, bear- 
ing testimony by her every act of 
the genuineness of her faith. She 
was a friend of the poor rand 
needy, and always ready to ‘help 
the missionaries and benevolences 
of her church.
